timately at the United States. 
“We canno t run away fro m it,” 
he to ld the senate. “There it is. 
pact o r no pact. We are the final 
target, tho ugh o ther independent 
peo ples are in near jeo pardy .” 
The treaty ifntmtg tfWf to min- 
jmize the threat o f this jeo p a rd y, 
Vandenberg co ntinued, adding: 
“Much as we might crave the 
easier way o f lesser respo nsibil­ 
ity , we are denied the privilege. 
We canno t^ tu rn back the clo ck. 
We have no cho ice as to whether 
we shall play a great part in the 
wo rld. We have to play that part. 
We have to play it in sheer de­ 
fense o f o ur o fo n self-interest. All 
that we can decide is whether we 
shall play it well o r ill.” 
Vandenberg agreed with Co n­ 
nally that a vo te fo r the treaty 
will no t co mmit any senato r to 
vo te fo r the pro po sed pro gram 
to re-arm the pact natio ns. 
The pro po sed arms plan faces 
far to ugher o ppo sitio n than the 
treaty .

United States aid in co mbatting 
the spread o f C o m m u n i s m in 
China, in an interv iew repo rted 
to day by Cly de F ar n s w o r t h , 
Scripps-Ho ward staff writer. 
The interv iew was o btained at 
Taipeh, Fo rmo sa, with the 6 2 
y ear-o ld generalissimo co nfining 
nearly all his publishable co m­ 
ments to w r i t t e n answers to 
questio ns submitted in adv ance, 
Farnswo rth said. 
Chiang retired fro m the presi 
dency o f China last J anuary but 
kept his leadership o f the Kuo 
mintang party . He declared in 
answer to o ne q u e s t i o n that 
regardless o f whether he ho lds 
any po litical o ffice he co uld nev ­ 
er “ giv e up my rev o lutio nary 
leadership” o f the Chinese peo ple 
as lo ng as independence and 
freedo m is y et to be achiev ed. 
He an s w e r e d “ y es” to the 
questio ns: “ Do y o u feel that if 
the Co mmunist fo rces aren’t no w 
checked in China the Co mmunist 
mo v ement will spread thro ugh 
Asia?” and “ do y o u believ e this 
spreading Co mmunist mo v ement 
is part o f a plan o f the So v iet 
Unio n to do minate the entire 
wo rld?” 
Questio n Cited 
The questio n with reference to 
American aid was: “ Ho w can 
China win this new war o f resist­ 
ance? What help do es she re­ 
quire? Can the natio nal go v ern­ 
ment surv iv e witho ut fo reign 
help? 
Do y o u ex pect a third 
wo rld war?” 
To this Chiang answered in 
part: “ The first step, it seems to 
me, is fo r the United States to 
reactiv ate its po licy o f giv ing 
mo ral suppo rt to the C h i n e s e 
go v ernment in its fight against 
Co mmunism. 
No r by her as­ 
sumptio n o f wo rld leadership in 
the fight against Co mmunism will 
the United States ex clude China 
fro m the sco pe o f her aid. Other­ 
wise the future o f the fight by 
the demo cratic co untries against 
Co mmunism will be glo o my in­ 
deed and a calamity fo r man­ 
kind will be irretriev able.” 
Asked if in his o pinio n there 
was any chance Chinese Co m­ 
munism wo uld dev elo p alo ng 
separatist Natio nalist lines, Chi­ 
ang declared: 
‘By the v ery pro no uncement 
o f the Chinese C o m m u n i s t 
leaders, as well as by the histo ry 
o f their party , there is no thing 
to indicate whatso ev er that the 
Co mmunist party in China may 
break with the center o f inter­ 
natio nal Co mmunism, the Co - 
minfo rm, as Marshall Tito o f 
Yugo slav ia apparently did.”
